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[57] ABSTRACT 

A defined current and aeration system for the aeration 
chamber of an aerobic wastewater treatment plant is dis- 
closed. It includes the release of oxygenation gas or air into 
the aeration chamber through a diffuser or the like at a 
position such that the air injected into the tank provides the 
necessary amount of oxygen for aerobic bacterial digestion 
of the waste while creating a current or circulation pattern in 
the chamber that forces every portion of the fluid within the 
aeration chamber into circulation thus preventing the accu- 
mulation of solids as sludge in the wastewater treatment 
plant
